is deail; Thomas Dobbins, 30, and Jo- 
seph Gagone are lying at [the point of 
death, while Arthur Russell of Somers- 
worth was shot in hia right leg, al 
though the injuries will probably not 
be fatal. 


Tbo shooting was done by three nn 


kaown men who made their escape im 
mediately. The entire police force are 
scouring the country, and the police of 
surrounding towns and cities have been 
notified. There seems to have been no 
object in the murderous shooting. 


It is stated that James Allen met the 


three men wh^, Jid the shooting shortly 
before the affair occurred, and that 
they were insulting some women. Mr. 
Allen, it is stated, spoke to them and 
said that the women were respectable, 
decent women, and told them to leave 
them alone. 


Tbe men then fell upon Allen and 


gave him a severe beating. They then 
began to shoot into an alleyway ant 
wounded Joseph Gagone and Arthur 
Russell, the former probably fatally. 
Rushing down the street a little further 
they ahot John McNally and Thoma 
Dobbins, who were sitting on a door 
step. 


McNally died abontfive minutes afte 


he was ahot and it is believed that Dob 
bins cannot recover.

RULES OF PROGRESSIVE POKER. 


Game Where a Small fortune I« 


I'lny ICneii HuuU. 


Progressive poker, is a game ,not often 


played iu this country, though' it is said 
to be comparatively common iu Eugluud. 
It is not' placed anywhere excepting 
timoug those who me eager for the ex- 
citement of high play. 
The limit iu 


this game U not a restriction of. the l»et 
to • a given amount, but a rule against 
betting leas than a given amount. 
To 


illustrate, sis men are playing, aud A has 
the ise.. He ante?, say $1. U looks at 
his ;ards, and if he desires to play he 
immt put up $2, Up to this point this 
gams? is the regular one. 
C, however, 


cannot come in by paying .f2. 
If he 


thinks Ilia'cards justify a play.'he must 
put up $4. D in tuiui "must put up $8, 
E $16 and'K $32. 
If then A desires to 


play, it costs him $83 iu addition to the 
one he put up originally, and each player 
iu turn must make his ante good to the 
extent of, $(54 before he cau draw cards. 
Iu that case, $1 being the original ante, 
if all six should come in and no raise 
should be made beyond the compulsory 
doubling ea-ch time, there would be 
ou the table before tbe draw. 


It must be remembered, however, that 


each player when it comes to be his turn 
to bet may raise if he chooses, though 
not less than the amount he is called 
upon by the rules to bet, if he bets at 
all. 
Thus C, when he comes in, must 


put up $4 or drop out. 
It' he desires to 


raise, he may do so, but his raise must 
he at least $•!• If he does not raise, but 
simply comes in, and I) wishes to raise, 
he must raise not less than $8. It will 
be seen, therefore, that iu case all the 
players make good, each raise made by 
any one of them means that tbe pot is at 
least doubled. Even if some drop out, as 
some would be likely to do unless the 
game were played in Bedlam, or some 
extraordinary hands had been dealt, the 
geometrical progression in the betting 
makes important money to be played for, 
even it only three or fwtir of the players 
stay in. 


When the bettinp begins after the 


draw, the same rule obtains as to a 
raise. 
A player may either see the 


amount put up by the bettor before him, 
or he may raise* but i* ho raise lie must 
raise the full amount of the bet or, in 
other words, double. 


This last variation is to make it com- 


pulsory on each player, instead of merely 
seeing the bet that has been made, to 
double the stake or drop out. Tims, if 
after the draw B should bet $1. (' must 
either lay down his cards or bet if0.. 1) 
has also, of course, the privilege of re- 
signing, but if he stays it coj-ts him $4. 
And this doubling is kept up uutil all 
have resigned but two. 
Then, when u 


player has only one* antagonist left, be 
has the privilege of culling. 


It will be readily seen that no such 


game as this would ever become popular 
excepting among the most desperate 
gamblers. As a matter of fact the writer 
has never known of its being played ex- 
cepting in two or three cliques of the 
fastest men in London, to whom inoaey 
was as nearly valueless as money ever 
can be. It is possible that it id playeil 
elsewhere, but the only way in which 
tbe average man could e\er hope to be 
able to play it would be by making tbe 
chips of almost infinitesimal value or by 
tbe exercibC of such self control as would 
lead him to stay ont of every pot unless 
he had an extraordinary hand. 
That 


method of play would, however, tend to 
make the play monotonous iustuad of ex- 
citing, and the game would thereby de- 
feat it»elf aud nullify the very object of 
(non-using the excitement.—Chicago In- 
ter Ocean.

Legations Making Brave De- 


fense, but Near the End. 


DEATH TEAP TOE THE EUVOYS, 


Prince Titan Trie* to Lure Them In- 


to the ffondx of tins Boxern—Tien- 
tsin Again Attacked—Story of How 
von. Ketteler Wan Killed. 


London, July 4.—Couriers who ar« ar- 


riving ut the seats of Kovcniiucnt of the 
southern viceroys from. their agents in 
Peking give vivid but fragmentary pic- 
tures of what is being enacted in the cap- 
ital. These couriers KceiniiiKl.v left Pe- 
king a dny or two later than the messen- 
ger of Sir Robert Hurt, the inspector 
general <tt -customs, who started on the 
night of .Tune 24. They report that the 
heads of some of the captured legation 
guards were being borne through the 
streets at the top of spears, followed by 
zeloatM chanting, "Tapi yang kuei tze; 
tapi, tapi!" (Kill the foreign devils; kill, 
kill!") 


The city's millions have been roused to 


patriotic fetvor, breaking out into the 
wildest t'XccsxeH, while ovf-r half the city 
could be Leaid the fighting around the 
legations. 


Sir Itobcrt Hurt's runner, who AMI-* in- 


terviewed by the correspondent of The 
Express at Shanghai, supplements the 
tragic hcutencew of the dixputch he bore 
by a narrative of some thing.i h<- Haw. 
He says the foreigners were milking a 
last Htaud in the extensive building-* ;ind 
inclosiuvs of the British legation. They 
had many dead and wounded. Among 
them were Home women and children. 
All were xhort of food, even of the com- 
monest necessaries.

The for- 
eigners, nevertheless, were holding out 
under a terrific lire, upheld by the hourly 
expectation of relief.

KOUGH RIDERS' REUNION. 


'A May of Enthtmlntiui In Oklahoma 


City. 


Oklahoma City, O. T., July 4.—A typi- 


cal frontier demonstration and n rousing 
welcome from Rough Riders, cow punch- 
ers and citizens of all classes, white, 
black ami red, were accorded yesterday 
to Governor Thepdore Roosevelt. The 
second annual reunion of Roosevelt's fa- 
mous rexirnent brought thousands of 
btrnngers into this little western city. Of 
the 1,100 who originally comprised the 
regiment about -00 were here to greet 
their colonel. 


The central figure was the Xew York 


governor, and the guests of the city vied 
with each other in extending to him a 
true western ovation. The governor him- 
self rode a black charger in the proces- 
sion, which passed through the principal 
streets. 
He was cheered all along the 


line, the cry, "Hurrah for Teddy!" being 
the prevailing sentiment. He was not at- 
tired ill the garb of the Rough Riders, 
but wore a plain black cutaway coat. 
The brown sombrero and spurs on his 
boots alone marked him as the colonel of 
hU famous regiment. 


The procession was formed of members 


of the Grand Army of the Republic, the 
United Confederate Veterans, cavalry 
from l-'ort Reno, a band of red men in 
their native garb, members of the Twen- 
tieth Kansas, First Tennessee and First 
Colorado volunteer regiments and civ'c 
organizations of Oklahoma

The exercises of the day were held at 


the fair grounds and were presided over 
by A. H. Classen, chairman of the local 
committee of entertainment.

Barnes of Oklahoma and Mayor Van 
Winkle of this city made welcoming ad- 
dresses, and Mrs. X. A. Jcnning* of New 
York sang "The Star Spangled Banner." 


A pathetic incident of the reunion was

delivery of Governor Roosevelt's address, 
and the greeting between her and the 
governor was very affect ing. 
She car- 


ried in her hand the guidon of the regi- 
ment draped in black, and when the boys 
of the Rough Riders bore to the plat-] 
form the colors of the regiment she wept I 
bitterly. 
Mrs. Capron came to Okla- 


homa especially to attend the reunion of 
the regiment, in whose affairs her hus- 
band took so glorious a part. 


The governor last night attended the 


first nnima! banquet of the 1'an-llellruii1 
congress of Oklahoma and Indian Terri- 
tory, an organization of Greek letter 
fraternity men. 


Colonel Roosevelt's speech was receiv- 


ed with the greatest enthusiasm.
